You will remember that 
I said if it were necessary to pay over the contract price to have a 
special one made I would and that if a gussetted one were required I'd 
pay extra, if accessary, for that. 

I used, one this evening. I put twq books in it, Post mortem and the 
largest of the earlier books* These did not quit- fixl it up so I thou 
added cardboard backers top and bottom. That made a snug fit but left projecting 
ends that would guarantee damage in .ai i in- and the clasp didn't cosie 
oloae to fitting, 

Un fact, I have yet to be able to U3C a clasp on any size and in 
each case rfith each size the useless clasp is an extra bother because in 
order to close the envelope for taping I also have to bend the upper end 
of the clasp ! ) 

The one thing I can aay for the new one is that it required less Scotch 
tape on the one package I made. All today's other packaging was completed 
by the time t e truck came. 

You personally and flanta have been so considerate nnd have gone to 
ao much trouble and expense that I cannot in good conscience ask any 
more of you. However, I do w?mt you to know that, you have again thrown 
your money away.
